(3)  For  the  examination  in  Manual  Training,  candidates  should  pro¬ 
vide  themselves  with  drawing  boards,  tee  squares,  set  squares,  rulers,  com¬ 
passes,  and  erasers. 

(4)  The  examinations  in  Oral  Beading  may  be  taken  either  from  4  to 
5  p.m.  on  any  day  of  the  examination  or  at  such  other  times  as  will  cause 
least  inconvenience  to  the  candidates.  The  examiner  is  reminded  that  the 
examination  in  reading  at  the  Junior  Public  School  Graduation  examina¬ 
tion  shall  include  questions  on  the  principles  based  on  the  passages  read. 

Of  the  50  marks  for  Beading  a  maximum  of  15  marks  shall  be  assigned 
to  this.  ,  See  Regulation  7  (3),  page  37,  Amendments  to  the  Regulations.
